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TWENTY-FIVE   YEARS  AGO 

Dateline:  Greensboro  .  .  .  January  8:  North 
Carolina  College  for  Women  today  bowed  to 
the  demands  of  the  modern  girl  \vhen  authorities 
announced  that  students  of  the  institution  would 
be  allowed  to  smoke  in  their  dormitory  rooms 
during  the  remainder  of  the  1931-32  term.  In 
announcing  the  decision  to  the  students,  Dr. 
.lulius  I.  Foust,  president,  said  that  the  regula- 
tions promulgated  in  connection  with  the  permis- 
sion would  be  strictly;  enforced.  He  also  said 
that  the  college  authorities  only  were  recognizing 
conditions  already  existing. 

Some  time  ago  a  petition  signed  by  many  of 
the  students  requesting  the  smoking  privilege 
was  presented  to  the  president  ana  this  was 
considered  by  the  trustees  of  the  college  last 
Saturday.  At  that  time.  Dr.  Foust  was  given 
authority  to  make  such  changes  ia  student  regu- 
lations as  he  deemed  necessary.  The  young 
owed  to  smoke  at  no  places 
t'n  dormitory  rooms.  No  visit- 
ing among  rooms  for  the  purpose  of  smoking 
will  be  allowed,  nor  will  any  girl  be  allowed  to 
smoke  if  her  roommate  objects.  The  president 
of  the  college  must  be  informed  of  her  wishes 
by  each  girl  desiring  to  smoke  and  a  record  will 
be  kept,  if  deemed  necessary,  the  parents  of 
the  young  woman  in  question  will  be  consulted. 
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TEN  YEARS  AGO 
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given  to  Woman's  College  students  the  moans 
and  groans  could  be  heard  all  over  the  campus.

These  figures,  howexer.  will  not 
have  full  significance  until  they  are 
translated  into  terms  of  senice  ren- 
dered, work  undertaken,  and  needs 
that  must  be  met. 

\\^oman's  College  has  sened 
thousands  of  }oung  women  during 
the  past  sixb,-fi\e  years.  These 
women  ha\e  extended  the  college's 
influence  to  millions  of  others. 

Looking  ahead,  e\en  greater  work 
faces  the  College.  Alumnae  and  all 
North  Carolinians  at  this  time 
should  take  a  fresh  look  at  the  way 
\\^oman's  College  goes  about  doing 
the  job  at  hand  and  know  what 
minimum  needs  it  must  ha\e  to 
face  the  future. 

As  the  only  state-supported  liberal 
arts  college  exclusi\ely  for  women, 
the  scope  of  its  total  program  is  not 
duplicated  an\'  where  else  in  the 
state. 

In  planning  for  the  future, 
W^oman's  College  is  aware  that 
limitations  placed  on  its  program  is 
to  a  like  degree  placing  limitations 
on  the  opportunities  of  man\'  of  the 


state's  future  young  women  for  ade- 
quate vocational  preparation,  on 
their  achieving  the  fullest  degree  of 
community  usefulness,  and  attain- 
ing on  the  highest  personal  de\elop- 
ment  for  themsehes  and  for  their 
families. 

These  limitations  ine\itabl\- 
would  be  reflected  in  scores  of  areas 
of  the  state's  life  where  there  is 
mounting  need  for  many  kinds  of 
teachers,  social  case  workers,  nurses, 
dietitians,  h  o  m  e  demonstration 
agents,  recreation  directors,  secre- 
taries, laboratory-  technicians,  and 
skilled  young  women  in  scores  of 
other  fields. 

In  this  issue  will  be  found  a  map 
of  North  Carolina  showing  a  county 
by  county  1956-57  tally  of  Woman's 
College  alumnae  and  of  currently 
enrolled  students. 

The  map  strikingh'  re\'eals  the 
state-wide  character  of  Woman's 
College's  influence  and  service.  It 
indicates  that  there  is  hardly  a  cit^ 
precinct  or  rural  community  in  all 
of  North  Carolina  that  has  not  sent 
students  to  the  College  and  in  turn 
reeei\'ed  them  back  trained  to  teach, 
to  serve,  and  to  lead. 

The  figures  in  the  Woman's  Col- 
lege budget  requests   represent  fu- 


ture service  to  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  school  children  who  must 
ha\e  good  teachers,  thousands  of 
farm  communities  that  will  be 
ser\'ed  by  home  demonstration 
agents,  not-yet-designed  laboratories 
that  will  get  their  technicians,  fu- 
ture businesses  that  will  have  con- 
tinuing supply  of  trained  secretaries 
and  personnel  directors,  hospitals 
that  will  ha\e  a  constant  supply  of 
dietitians  and  nurses,  and  go\ern- 
ment  agencies  and  pri\ate  industries 
that  will  have  a\ailable  when 
needed  specialists  of  many  skills. 

The  \oeations  for  which  college 
women  are  trained  are  usually  those 
that  invohe  direct  ser\ice  to  or  care 
of  people.  Woman's  College  is  one 
of  those  educational  agencies  that 
offers  to  the  state  the  shortest  time 
lag  between  appropriated  dollars 
and  missions  undertaken  in  behalf 
of  many  citizens. 

Woman's  College  is  confident 
that  it  will  have  the  continued  gen- 
erous support  of  the  state.  It  is  de- 
pending upon  its  alumnae  and 
friends,  howe\er,  to  extend  a  fuller 
knowledge  and  appreciation  of  the 
College  where\er  they  can  and  to 
win  for  it  new  friends  and  sup- 
porters. 


Board  Approves 

The  plan  to  establish  an  experi- 
mental nursing  school  at  Woman's 
College  in  cooperation  with  the 
Cone  Memorial  Hospital  has  been 
approved  unanimously  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  North 
Carolina.  Hospital  trustees  will  un- 
derwrite expenses  up  to  $100,000  for 
the  operation  of  the  program  which 
will  provide  a  two-year  college 
course  in  nursing  education  at  the 
College,  to  be  followed  by  a  one- 
year  internship  in  the  hospital.  The 
first  class  in  the  program  is  sched- 
uled to  be  enrolled  for  the  1957-58 
College  session.

SAGGING   CEILING 


Mclver  Building  .  ,  . 

the  Inside  Story 


The  replacement  of  Mcher  Me- 
morial Building  is  so  urgent  that  it 
is  the  first  and  foremost  require- 
ment in  the  college's  listing  of  per- 
manent improvements  requests  for 
the  1957-59  biennium. 

For  nearly  fifty  years  Mcher  has 
been  the  hub  of  the  college's  class- 
room acti\'ity.  A  daily  classroom  at- 
tendance of  some  5,000  students 
and  the  passage  of  time  have  com- 
bined to  reduce  the  old  building  to 
\irtual  uselessness  and  an  actual 
hazard  to  life  and  limb. 

Its  sturdy  appearing  exterior  be- 
lies "the  inside  stor}-."  Actually,  Mc- 
her was  first  built  in  an  emergency. 
After  Old  Brick  Building  was  de- 
stroyed by  fire  iii  1904,  the  corner- 
stone of  Mclver  was  laid  in  1906 
following  the  death  of  Dr.  Charles 
Duncan  Mcher. 

Its  construction  \^'as  begun  "on 
$18,000  cash  ni  hand  and  faith  that 
the  other  $42,000  would  be  forth- 
coming." 

In  the  interest  of  economv  and 
speed,  the  building  had  \\ood  joists 
and  non-fireproof  interior  wood- 
work. Like\\ise,  the  heating,  plumb- 
ing, and  electrical  systems  ha\'c  been 
obsolete  for  many  years.  Patching 
has  been  laid  upon  earlier  patchings 


to  accentuate  its  deteriorated  condi- 
tion. 

Architectural  authorities  agree 
that  reno\ation  of  Mcher,  however 
strong  it  is  in  the  affections  of  thou- 
sands of  students,  would  be  uneco- 
nomical and  impractical  as  it  would 
be  to  attempt  to  con\ert  a  Stanley 
Steamer  into  the  equal  of  a  1957 
Buick. 

Since  last  Fall  Mch^er  has  been 
closed  to  classroom  use.  In  the  pre- 
\ious  Spring  hea\y  slabs  of  ceiling 
plaster  fell  and  were  shattered  on 
classroom  desks,  fortunately  at  a 
time  when  students  were  not  pres-

cut.  An  in\cstigation  rc\ealed  man\' 
dangerous  weaknesses.  Since  Mclver 
carried  the  campus'  hea\icst  class 
load,  student  traffic  in  hallways  pro- 
duced threatening  \-ibrations  to  the 
wooden  interior. 

Sequel  to  the  necessar\'  closing  of 
Mcher  has  been  an  unprecedented 
scattering  of  classes  this  year  and 
serious  disruption  to  the  work  of 
tweh'e  departments:  Art,  Classical 
Cixilization,  English,  Geography, 
German,  Health,  History  and  Po- 
litical Science,  Mathematics,  Philos- 
ophy, Psychology,  and  Sociology'. 

Chancellor  Pierson  has  paid  trib- 
ute to  the  "fine  spirit  of  coopera- 
tion" shown  by  "displaced "  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  and  administra- 
tion, as  well  as  of  students,  in  meet- 
ing this  emergency.  For  many  of 
them  it  means  sprinting  between  ex- 
treme sides  of  the  campuses  to  meet 
consecutive  classes,  some  of  which 
are  in  basements  and  other  areas 
sadly  lacking  in  classroom  qualifica- 
tions. 

"i'hus,  \enerablc  Alcher  Building, 
built  "on  a  shoestring"  but  destined 
to  play  a  large  part  in  the  growth  of 
the  college,  has  come  to  the  end  of 
its  usefulness. 

Chancellor  Pierson  has  let  it  be 
known  that  a  new  building,  erected 
on  the  same  spot,  would  bear  the 
name  of  Mcher  Memorial  Build- 
ing. It  would  certainly  ha\e  a  \'ital 
part  in  the  continued  dexelopment 
of  Woman's  College.

:^ituation  is  a  bit  different.  Since  the  students 
returned  from  the  holidays,  only  four  have  been 
in  bed  with  the  influenza,  and  not  one  of  them 
had   taken   the  \'accine  shot  when  it  was  offered. 

Ninety-four  North  Carolina  counties,  25  other 
states.  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  three 
foreign  countries  are  represented  in  the  student 
body  this  year.  .  .  .  Within  the  state,  Guilford 
County  tops  enrollment  with  301  students,  while 
Forsyth  and  Mecklenburg  counties  tie  for  second 
place  with  98  each.

Pierce  C.  Rucker,  Greensboro  businessman  and 
chairman  of  the  Guilford  County  Democratic 
Executive  Committee,  said  that  he  cons:dered 
the  proposed  appropriation  for  Woman's  College 
■a  disgrace  to  the  State  of  North  Carolina." 
.  .  .  The  General  Assembly,  Rucker  said,  should 
provide  the  College  with  a  substantial  building 
program  in  keeping  with  what  has  been  done 
for  the  State  College  and  Chapel  Hill  branches 
of  the  Greater  University  in  the  past  years.  "In 
the  past  17  years  Woman's  College  has  recei\ed 
only  $300,000^and  that  from  the  PWA— while 
the  other  units  have  been  forging  ahead  with 
large  expansions.''  he  declared,  as  he  urged  that 
alumni  of  the  university  who  are  members  of 
the  General  Assembly  come  "to  the  defense"  of 
the    Woman's    College. 
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MAJOR  INCREASES 

x\part  from  the  college's  request 
for  four  items  of  permanent  im- 
pro\ements.  it  will  ask  the  forth- 
commg  General  Assembly  for  ap- 
propriations in  four  operational 
areas,  each  requiring  increases  dur- 
mg  1957-59  over  the  currently  end- 
ing biennium. 

For  1957-58  the  appropriation  re- 
quested IS  S2.007,0H.  lire  college;s 
own  income  durmg  that  period  is 
estimated  at  $1,603,065,  which 
added  to  the  requested  appropria- 
tion totals  $3,610,077  that  will  be 
required  for  the  year's  operations. 

For  1958-59  the  college  is  request- 
ing an  appropriation  of  $1,981,855, 
which  is  $1,605,065  less  than  total 
operations  costs.  College  income 
will  pro\idc  the  difference. 

Tlie  appropriation  increases  for 
the  two  biennium  years  are  $459,- 
931  and  $470,700  respectively. 

Tlie  increases  are  based  on  antici- 
pated rising  costs  and  certain  mini- 
mum essential  needs  that  must  be 
met.  Explanation  of  these  major  in- 
creases has  been  set  forth  as  follows: 

(1)  Salaries  and  Wages 

x\n  increase  in  the  appropriation 
for  salaries  and  wages  is  recom- 
mended for  the  following  general 
reasons; 

(a)  To  retain  the  faculty  and  staff 
presenth'  employed  (to  meet 
heavy  competition  from  other 
institutions,  industry,  etc.) 

(b)  To  employ  additional  faculty 
and  staff  to  meet  instruc- 
tional and  operational  needs. 

(c)  To  giNC  support  to  organized 
research,  especially  projects 
related  to  professional  services 
to  the  College  and  the  State. 

(2)  Supplies  and  Materials 

An  increase  in  the  appropriation 
for  supplies  and  materials  is  re- 
quested because  of  the  advance  in 
the  cost  of  coal,  instructional  sup- 


PERMANENT  IMPROVEMENTS 

There  are  four  citations  in  Woman's  College's  request  for  permanent 
impro\ements  for  the  next  biennium.  Two  are  of  replacement  of  facilities, 
of  the  historic  but  crumbling  Mclver  Building  and  the  precarious  33-year- 
old  steam  tunnel  extending  from  the  steam  station  to  Forney  Building. 

The  third  citation  is  the  need  for  reno\ation  of  the  air  change  systems 
in  the  Libran,-  and  Home  Economics  Building.  Fourth  is  the  construction 
of  a  needed  direct  entrance  and  approach  to  the  center  of  the  campus 
through  Peabodv  Park  to  West  Market  Street  on  U.  S.  highways  No.  29 
and  No.  70. 

These  projects  line  up  as  follows: 

1)  A  new  Mcher  Building,  including  equipment,  $1,500,000. 

2)  Steam  tunnel  and  pipe,  $145,000. 
5)  Air  change  systems,  $52,000. 

4)  New  entrance,  street,  and  lighting,  $60,000. 

The  need  for  a  new  Mcl\er  Building  is  well  known  and  is  outlined  in 
another  article.  It  is  a  prime  must. 

To  speak  of  steam  tunnel  construction  perhaps  touches  upon  a  prosaic 
side  of  college  life,  but  this  winter  the  campus  has  been  li\ing  precariously 
where  assurance  of  comfort  is  concerned.  More  than  a  quarter  of  a  century 
of  campus  construction  has  vastly  increased  the  load  on  the  old  steam 
line.  Sometimes  it  is  submerged  in  water.  E\en  a  boost  of  pressure  from 
120  to  150  pounds  has  failed  to  produce  satisfacton-  distribution  through 
the  o\-erworked  system. 

It  will  require  a  concrete  tunnel  with  no  less  than  a  200-pound  main 
pipes  extending  from  the  steam  plant  to  Forney  Building,  a  distance  of 
1,277  feet,  to  give  the  campus  satisfacton,'  heating. 

The  college  librar\-  and  the  Home  Economics  Buildings  comprise  the 
west  and  east  boundaries  of  the  newest  campus  central  court.  In  most  re- 
spects they  are  beautiful,  modern,  and  efficient  but  original  errors  in  plan- 
ning and  design  ha\e  made  their  basic  air  circulation  and  heat  reduction 
svstems  entirely  inadequate.  And  the  two  buildings  are  constructed  so  that 
efficient  systems  are  necessary.  This  situation  is  particularly  distressing  in 
summer  when  essential  areas  in  hea\y  demand  for  the  teacher  training 
program  are  rendered  partially  unusable.  This  reno\ation  project  would 
greatlv  impro\e  the  summer  instructional  program  and  enable  Woman's 
College  to  make  fuller  summer  use  of  its  facilities.

On  the  very  day  that  his  coming 
was  announced,  about  1200  Wom- 
an's College  students,  faculb,-  mem- 
bers, and  others  poured  into  the 
Elliott  Hall  Ballroom  to  hear  a 
Hungarian  student  leader  in  the 
Hungarian  re\olution  plead  his  case 
and  call  for  support  of  the  cause  he 
was  representing.  Using  the  alias  of 
Istan  Laszlo,  this  student  came  to 
the  campus  on  Noxember  28  as  a 
part  of  a  current  National  Student 
Association  tour  of  100  colleges  and 
universities. 

Tlie  theme  of  the  young  speaker's 
words  as  related  to  his  audience 
through  an  interpreter  centered 
around  a  desire  for  those  listening 
to  him  to  express  their  opinion  to 
the  United  States  goxernment  and 
U.  S.  delegates  to  the  United  Na- 
tions to  take  a  more  definite  stand 
on  the  Hungarian  question. 

In  response  to  this  plea,  tlie 
^^'oman's  College  students  in  a  rep- 
rcsentatixe  body  sent  a  letter  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States  ap- 
proving "the  constructive  peaceful 
measures  that  the  U.  S.  goxernment 
has  taken  thus  far  in  supporting  the 
Hungarian  cause"  .  .  .  and  affimiing 
that  their  sympathy  "lies  with  the 
Hungarian  people"  and  advocating 
"that  our  government  take  as  firm 


a  stand  on  this  issue  as  is  ex- 
pedient."

The     Greensboro     Daily     News' 

sports  writer  Irwin  Smallwood  re- 
ports on  the  Woman's  College  Golf 
Course:  "You  may  by  chance  ha\'e 
noticed,  while  driving  down  South 
Aycock  street  by  Woman's  College, 
that  scattered  here  and  there  are 
fairly  large  patches  of  bright  green 
turf,  strangely  resembling  greens  on 
a  golf  course.  It  figures.  They  are 
greens,  sure  signs  of  the  fast-de- 
veloping new  golf  course  for  WC. 

"Started  just  about  a  year  ago,  the 
area  is  now  beginning  to  take  defi- 
nite shape  of  the  nine-hole  course 
it  is  intended  to  be.  Ellen  Griffin, 
who  annually  instructs  the  some  400 
girls  who  take  golf  at  the  College, 
reports  that  two  of  the  holes  are 
already  in  use  for  instructional 
purposes. 

"  'We  will  officialh'  open  the 
course  next  spring,'  she  reported  the 
other  day,  adding:  'We  are  \'ery 
pleased  with  the  way  it  is  shaping 
up,  especially  the  greens.  We  are 
using  the  first  and  ninth  now  for 
the  class  of  200  I  am  presently 
teaching.' 

"The  course,  when  opened  in  the 
spring,  will  carry  a  nine-hole  par  of 
31.  There  are  five  par  threes,  four 
par  fours.  Tlie  longest  hole  will  be 
about  just  under  300  yards,  the 
shortest  approximately  50  yards  to 
an  island  green  which  is  very  well 
trapped.  Playing  time  for  nine  holes, 
at  least  for  the  better  golfers,  will 
be  right  at  an  hour. 

"When  the  course  matures,  plans 
are  to  install  additional  tees  where- 
by some  of  the  shorter  holes  may 
be  bypassed  to  present  sterner  tests 
via  distance."

The  Woman's  College  placement 
office  received  personal  visits  from 
1 57  recruiters  from  business,  indus- 
tr\'  and  educational  institutions,  and 
go\-ernment  agencies  in  search  of 
)"oung  women  for  a\ailable  jobs. 

With  the  exception  of  those  who 
entered  graduate  schools  or  became 
housewives,  all  members  of  the  class 
of  1956  arc  now  at  work.  Tliey  have 
scattered  to  nearly  every  section  of 
the  state  and  are  well  started  on 
their  way  to  becoming  productive 
citizens,  undertaking  the  ex'cr 
greater  obligations  and  broader  op- 
portunities for  ser\ice  that  await 
educated  women  toda\'. 


The  Woman's  College  Placement 
Office  has  released  figures  relating 
to  its  role  in  placing  the  1956  sen- 
iors in  jobs. 

No  other  document  could  hardly 
sum  up  so  effecti\-ely  the  \ocational 
preparation  of  362  )Oung  women, 
E\ery  one  of  the  357  who  registered 
for  positions  were  placed!  Fi\e  did 
not  register  with  the  office,  making 
their  own  plans. 

This  achie\ement  is  not  surpris- 
ing in  \iew  of  the  fact  that  1,690 
\acancies  were  a\ailable.  It  is  sig- 
nificant that  the  placement  office 
had  1,690  teaching  positions  offered 
while  only  170  senior  education 
majors  were  a\-ailable  for  those  jobs. 

Of  the  students  who  went  into 
teaching  93  chose  primary  and  ele- 
mentarj-  teaching,  68  became  high 
school  teachers,  one  is  now  a  kinder- 
garten teacher,  and  eight  recei\ed 
college  or  junior  college  positions. 

The  \ersatility  of  Woman's  Col- 
lege training  is  shown  by  the  dixersi- 
fication  of  the  positions  the  1956 
seniors  were  given.  These  )^oung 
graduates  are  now  laboratory  tech- 
nicians, home  economists,  die- 
titians, mathematicians,  state  exten- 
sion service  workers,  chemists,  wel- 
fare workers,  librarians,  and  news- 
paper and  magazine  writers.  Other 
areas  of  work  include  organist-choir 
direction,  tele\ision.  Red  Cross, 
clothing  and  textile  research,  la\out 
art,  Y.W.C.A.,  public  relations,  re- 
ligious education  direction,  bank 
telling,  secretarial  and  clerical,  and 
go\ernment  work.

In  a  \ery  real  sense  the  college  campus  has  its  back  turned  to  its  most 
desirable  contiguous  neighborhood  and  has  been  kept  almost  inaccessible 
from  two  of  the  state's  most  tra\-elled  highwavs.

In  the  official  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  State 
Normal  and  Industrial  College  to  the  General  Assembly,  we 
note  that  even.-  county  in  the  State  has  patronized  this  Insti- 
tution. Di\ided  by  sections,  we  note  that  the  33  Eastern  coun- 
ties ha\e  been  represented  in  this  school  by  931  students,  the 
33  Central  counties  h\  1713,  and  the  31  Western  counties  by 
352.  a  total  of  3,198  iip  to  June  1st,  1906.  It  will  be  seen  by 
this  statement  that  the  State  Normal  and  Industrial  College 
at  Greensboro  is  truly  a  State  Institution  both  in  spirit  and 
in  letter. 


Look  at  this  map  of  North  Caro- 
lina showing  its  cluster  of  100  coun- 
ties, each  properly  labeled  and  ac- 
companied by  two  figures.  Tlie 
larger  (or  top)  figure  in  each  indi- 
cates the  number  of  alumnae  now 
living  in  that  count}-;  the  smaller 
(or  lower)  figure  represents  the  num- 
ber of  students  now  enrolled  at 
Woman's  College. 

More  than  half  of  the  counties 
have  100  or  more  daughters  of 
Woman's  College  li\-ing  in  them.  .  . 
wives,  mothers,  teachers,  business 
women,  home  demonstration 
agents,  choir  directors,  nurses,  and 
busy  women  in  many  other  areas  of 
communit\'  and  civic  life. 


Some  of  the  counties  are  the 
home  of  many  hundreds  of 
Woman's  College  alumnae  who  in 
each  community  constitute  a  \-alu- 
able  segment  of  its  home-church- 
ci\-ic  leadership.  No  countv^  is  with- 
out Woman's  College  alumnae. 

Here  is  significant  proof  that 
Woman's  College  has  achieved  its 
Charter-commitment  "to  render 
educational  senice  to  each  count}- 
in  the  State."  Today  there  are 
17,578  alumnae  living  in  the  state. 

Unique  in  North  Carolina  as  the 
state's  only  public  supported  liberal 
arts  college  for  women,  the  College 
for  sixty-five  years  has  drawn  its  stu- 
dents from  even-  cit\',  hamlet,  and 


community  in  the  state  and  as 
alumnae  they  are  as  widely  distrib- 
uted. 

Year  after  year  this  broad  and 
intimate  contact  with  all  parts  of 
the  state  has  continued.  Rarely  are 
more  tlian  three  or  four  counties 
unrepresented  in  each  student  body. 
This  year  there  are  on  the  campus 
students  from  98  counties.  217  are 
the  daughters  and  granddaughters 
of  alumnae. 

In  terms  of  women's  influence 
widely  dispersed  throughout  tlie 
state.  Woman's  College  is  an  un- 
matched source  of  strength  and 
power  for  homes,  schools,  churches, 
and  communities. 
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The  State  of  North  Carohna  puts 
few  needs  above  that  of  more  teach- 
ers, superiorly  trained  teachers  who 
by  aptitude  and  ability  are  capable 
of  de\eloping  the  resources  of  in- 
tellect and  character  that  the  State 
has  in  its  children. 

The  good  teacher  has  been  a 
special  product  of  Woman's  College 
since  its  founding.  The  College  con- 
sistently has  been  the  State's  largest 
producer  of  teachers.  No  monetan- 
value  could  possibly  be  estimated  to 
represent  the  work  of  the  more  than 
8,000  teachers  who  have  gone  out 
from  Woman's  College  to  touch 
and  enrich  the  li\es  of  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  school  children. 

Each  year,  according  to  state  edu- 
cation leaders,  North  Carolina  re- 


quires 3,200  new  teachers  to  match 
the  needs  of  growing  population 
and  teachers  who  retire  or  for  vari- 
ous reasons  drop  out  of  the  pro- 
fession. 

Each  year,  it  is  estimated,  2,000 
young  women  (and  some  men)  are 
trained  to  teach.  Howe\er,  only 
1,000  of  those  trained  actually  fincl 
teaching  attractive  and  rewarding 
enough  to  enter  the  teaching  field. 

Tliis  means  that  the  state  finds 
itself  short  each  year  of  2,000  need- 
ed teachers,  or  one-third  the  num- 
ber it  actually  needs.  Tlie  result  is 
crowded  classrooms,  recruitment  of 
temporary  teachers  of  limited  quali- 
fications, and  a  disrupting  turn-over 
of  personnel  that  can  only  mean  an 
ad\erse  effect  on  the  educational 
program. 

It  is  useless  to  regret  that  Wom- 
an's College  has  not  had  the  facili- 
ties to  turn  out  more  teachers  in  the 


past;  and  needless  to  say,  the  Col- 
lege could  not  possibly  produce  all 
of  the  number  that  will  be  needed. 
But  enhancement  of  the  College's 
teacher-training  facilities  would 
help,  and  help  decisivelv.  Tlie 
growth  of  the  State's  population 
alone  makes  this  de\elopment  a 
necessity. 

More  college  girls  than  ever  be- 
fore are  deciding  upon  teaching  as 
their  life  career.  Woman's  College 
will  be  able  to  make  teaching  more 
attracti\e  and  effective  for  them 
when  it  is  able  to  assure  ever^'  stu- 
dent in  teacher  training  that  she 
will  receive  the  best  preparation  for 
and  thereby  the  best  chance  of  suc- 
cess in  her  chosen  profession.

"During  the  last  eighteen  months,  more  than  200  facult}'  members 
have  been  lost  from  the  Consolidated  University,  though  enrollments  are 
swelling  to  an  all-time  high.  We  cannot  maintain  the  standards  you  want 
if  this  situation  continues."  So  said  Mr.  William  C.  Friday,  President  of 
the  Consolidated  University  of  North  Carolina  to  the  108  alumnae  (larg- 
est number  in  business  meeting  history!)  who  came  to  the  Mid-Winter 
Luncheon  in  the  Elliott  Hall  Ballroom  on  December  1. 

He  continued:  The  Consolidated  University  budget  for  the  1957-59 
biennium,  which  was  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  in 
August,  and  in  turn,  b\'  that  group  to  the  Ad\isor\-  Budget  Commission, 
was  prepared  with  the  feeling  "that  we  should,  abo\e  all  else,  request  addi- 
tional funds  to  carry  out  the  primar)'  responsibilities  of  the  University  to 
the  citizens  of  North  Carolina:  to  teach  the  students  properly,  to  continue 
our  extension  acti\ities,  and  to  carry  on  the  \itally  essential  research  ac- 
ti\ities  to  increase  the  available  knowledge  of  the  world  in  which  we  live. 
^^^e  feel  that  to  meet  these  responsibilities  our  first  task  is  to  keep  the  dis- 
tinguished faculty  and  staff  members  we  now  ha\e."  The  budget,  there- 
fore, was  designed  "to  (1)  keep  the  distinguished  faculty  now  at  the  three 
institutions,  (2)  employ  new  people  to  meet  the  need  now  present,  (3) 
gain  additional  funds  to  build  up  library  resources,  and  (4)  provide  for 
faculty  research." 

"I  ask  you  to  make  your  friends  aware  of  the  need  for  additional  funds 
from  the  legislature  so  we  can  continue  to  draw  on  highly  trained  faculties 
and  personnel.  If  we  fail,  we  shall  not  have  a  Woman's  College  of  the 
qualit}-  we  now  ha\'e,"  Mr.  Friday  said.

professional  advancement  and  per- 
sonal enrichment.  She  told  me 
about  the  wide  choice  of  jobs  and 
locations  that  would  become  a\ail- 
able  as  I  progressed  in  my  work." 

As  a  new  local  professional 
worker,  she  faced  a  bewildering  va- 
riet\-  of  unfamiliar  situations.  But 
her  council  members  worked  closely 
with  her,  introduced  her  to  Girl 
Scout  techniques,  and  helped  her 
over  the  period  of  adjustment. 

"I  literally  didn't  know  a  rank 
from  a  badge  when  I  set  foot  in  that 
ofhce,"  she  admits  ruefully.  "But 
thanks  to  the  excellent  texts,  the 
guidance  of  my  council  adviser,  the 
help  of  volunteers,  and  the  one- 
month  Initial  Training  Course.  I 
begin  to  feel  that  We  passed  the 
Tenderfoot  stage  of  my  Girl  Scout 
career." 

In  addition  to  the  usual  day-to- 
day council  activities,  Pat  is  working 
with  council  representatives  now 
studying  the  possibility  of  extending 
jurisdiction  to  include  a  neighbor- 
ing count}-  with  a  number  of  lone 
troops.  She  is  also  strengthening  re- 
lationships with  half  a  dozen  col- 
leges in  the  vicinity,  for  both  pro- 
fessional and  \olunteer  recruitment. 


Recruiting  is  "doing  what  comes 
naturally,"  she  says,  to  anybody  who 
has  found  the  deep  personal  satis- 
faction she  deri\es  from  her  work 
with  the  Girl  Scouts.  "The  job  is 
stimulating  and  interesting,"  she 
adds.  "It  calls  on  every  talent  you 
possess  and  a  lot  that  you  have  to 
de\'elop.  One  minute  you  may  be 
interviewing  for  the  camp  staff,  and 
the  next,  explaining  in\estiturc  to  a 
new  leader." 

Pat  loves  music,  sports,  and  the 
out-of-doors.  Swimming  is  a  natural 
for  the  camping  season,  of  course, 
and  she  finds  time  for  an  occasionl 
game  of  golf  or  tennis.  And  for  her 
social  life — "I  lo\c  dancing — e\er\- 
thing  from  waltzes  to  cha-cha." 

Among  the  social  \^alues  of  Scout- 
ing, she  rates  particularly  high  the 
experience  in  sound  human  relation- 
ships. "Our  emphasis  in  the  council 
is  on  the  girl  in  the  troop  and  her 
adjustment  to  people  of  all  kinds," 
she  explains.  "Our  reward,  whether 
as  professional  workers  or  as  \olun- 
teers,  is  seeing  that  our  efforts  arc 
helping  to  produce  healthy,  happy, 
resourceful  girls  who  are  the  good 
citizens  of  todav  and  tomorrow."

Baked  Macaroni 

1  regular  size  box  of  macaroni 
''2  pound  New  York  State  cheese 

2  tablespoons  flour 
1   pint  milk 

1   Bermuda  onion 

1  cup  coffee  cream 
Vi  large  green  pepper 

2  tablespoons  butter 

2  large  peeled  tomatoes 

2  slices  bacon 

Bread  crumbs 

Salt 
Boil  macaroni  in  salt  water  for  10  min- 
utes. Drain.  Grease  large  baking  dish  with 
butter.  -\dd  alternateh'  layers  of  macaroni, 
thoroughlv  cut  \egetables,  and  bacon  cut 
into  small  pieces.  Salt  vegetables  lightly. 
Make  a  thin  cream  sauce  of  the  milk, 
cream,  flour,  butter,  and  cheese. 

Pour  sauce  o\er  the  macaroni  and  vege- 
tables. Sprinkle  top  with  bread  crumbs 
and  dot  with  butter.  Bake  in  325  degree 
oven  for  50  minutes.  Cut  off  oven  and  let 
stand  for  10  minutes.  Mill  serve  10  peo- 
ple.
